If there’s public support for the 
widening of Bayers Road, it was¬ 
n’t exactly apparent last night. 

Hundreds of citizens turned 
out to a public information ses¬ 
sion on the project, held by Coun. 
Jennifer Watts and Coun. Jerry 
Blumenthal. 

Most of the speakers vehe¬ 
mently opposed the project, 
which would see Bayers Road 
blossom from four lanes to six, 
for a variety of reasons — from 
safety for their children walking 
to school to the effect on Halifax’s 
low-income housing stock. But 
the vast majority of speakers crit¬ 
icized the municipality for trying 
to promote vehicular traffic — 
with downtown parking scarce as 
it stands — instead of increasing 
urban density or promoting active

and public transportation. 

The two councillors whose dis¬ 
tricts are directly affected by the 
widening. Watts and Blumenthal, 


oppose the project — as does May¬ 
or Peter Kelly, who was called 
before the crowd to let his posi¬ 
tion be known. 

“I think (the project) is flawed,” 
Kelly told Metro. 

“We need to look at the alter¬ 
natives.... We have to be open to 
these ideas, at least planning for 
them and preserving opportuni¬ 
ties, but in the interim we cannot 
just tear apart neighbourhoods.” 

Howard Epstein, the NDP MLA 
for Halifax Chebucto, also criti¬ 
cized the project. 

“This should simply be 
removed from (the regional plan) 
completely,” Epstein told the 
crowd. 

“In terms of the purported ben¬ 
efit for those people who are 
using (Bayers Road), compared 
with the huge amount of costs 
both to the municipality and to 
the province, it’s completely dis¬ 
proportionate.”

He was placed on probation 
for three years and com¬ 
pleted a treatment program 
for sexual offenders. 

In 2007, he received a 
pardon for the conviction, 
but that was revoked after 
this year’s charges.

exceeds the market that we 
live in.”

The festival is currently 
working with Events Nova 
Scotia to get a better grip 
on how that translates into 
dollars for the province. But 
Ash estimates an 3 rwhere be¬ 
tween $150 to $200 million 
of production has its ori¬ 
gins at the festival and their 
business conference. Strate¬ 
gic Partners. 

About $30 to $40 million 
of that is spent in Nova Sco¬ 
tia, according to Ash. 

“An event like Strategic 
Partners will bring in high- 
end delegates,” said Ash, 
noting approximately 200 
producers and financiers 
will attend this year’s con¬ 
ference. “Last time we sur¬ 
veyed, the average spend 
that we had per person was 
around $2,500 that they’re 
dropping into the local 
economy, on top of flights 
and hotels while they’re in 
town.”

Thom Fitzgerald describes 
his latest movie as a heart¬ 
breaking glimpse into aging 
and ailing, and the complex 
troubles that can bring. 

The award-winning di¬ 
rector is discussing his new 
feature film Cloudburst, a 
funny yet poignant stoiy 
about an elderly couple 
forced to separate because 
of infirmity and ignorance.

It is a love stoiy, but one 
with cross-border politics, 
prejudice and a heavy dose 
of expletives from one of its 
grey-haired protagonists 
who is fighting to stay with 
her spouse of 30 years.

A refugee camp has sud¬ 
denly sprouted up in 
downtown Halifax. 

But this camp won’t be 
filled with people fleeing 
from hardship and famine. 
Instead, Doctors Without 
Borders staff will be guid¬ 
ing people through the 
tents to explain what life is 
like for many of the 43 
million refugees in the 
world. 

“We talk about very 
practical things like access 
to food, water, and med¬ 
ical care,” said Karel 
Janssens with Doctors 
Without Borders. 

The 8,000-square-foot 


exhibit is part of a national 
tour to raise awareness 
about conditions in 
refugee camps around the 
world, like Somalia and 
Libya. 

“Our aid workers who 
are in between field assign¬ 
ments talk about their ex¬ 
periences abroad,” 

Janssens said. 

It’s by guided tour only 
and the information goes 
beyond the obvious, 
Janssens said. 

“For most people a 
refugee camp is an ab¬ 
stract concept, but having 
it in downtown Halifax is a 
very special thing.” 

It’s eye-opening for 
most visitors, but deeply 
emotional for some, he 
said. Some newer Canadi¬ 


ans, with first-hand experi¬ 
ence in a refugee camp, 
share their stories when 
they visit the displays. 

Janssens, who worked 
in refugee camps in Chad 
and in Darfur, said what 
amazes him about real-life 
camps is how little people 
have with them when they 
arrive.

Ottawa is vowing to fight 
the latest attempt in the 
United States to place a 
Buy American restriction 
on a new multibillion-dol- 
lar government job- 
creation package. 

Trade Minister Ed Fast 
issued a statement yester¬ 
day complaining about 
the new U.S. measures, 
which would 
discriminate against 
Canadian suppliers 
bidding on public 
construction projects in 
the United States. 

“Our government is 
committed to delivering 
free trade leadership and 
Canadians can count on 
our government to 
defend free and open 
trade on the world stage,” 
Fast said in the release. 

“1 have instructed 
Canadian officials to initi¬ 
ate the consultation 
process that was 
established as part of the 
2010 Canada-U.S. Agree¬ 
ment on Government 
Procurement.” 

The U.S. Congress 
passed an earlier 
stimulus bill in 2009. 
which also sought to 
direct work to American 
companies at the expense 
of foreign suppliers, but 
Ottawa eventually 
obtained a Canadian ex¬ 
emption.

suggested yesterday. 

The poll, conducted by 
Ipsos Reid and released 
by the Royal Bank of 
Canada, suggested nearly 
70 per cent of Canadians 
have achieved non-mort¬ 
gage debt levels that they 
are comfortable manag¬ 
ing. 

More than a fifth of 
survey respondents, or 22 
per cent, reported being 
entirely clear of non¬ 


mortgage debt, while a 
further 45 per cent were 
not concerned about 
their current debt levels, 
the poll said. 

Three-quarters of those 
surveyed said they be¬ 
lieved they were in better 
financial shape than their 
friends and neighbours.

Amy Winehouse’s father 
says the fight to get her off 
drugs often turned physi¬ 
cal, as he tussled with the 
drug dealers and gangsters 
who were supplying his 
daughter with them. 

“1 spent my time fight¬ 
ing with drug dealers, and 
1 mean proper fighting,” 
Mitch Winehouse said in 
an interview Tuesday “And 
Tm a middle-aged man, 
who is overweight, having 


fistfights with people.” 

Winehouse said his 
daughter finally budged 
once she saw how hurt her 
family was: “She witnessed 
all this stuff going on, of 
how her family and her 
friends were fighting gang¬ 
sters and she decided she 
didn’t want to put her fam¬ 
ily in that position any¬ 
more.” 

Amy Winehouse, who 
had struggled with drug 


and alcohol addiction, was 
found dead at her London 
home on July 23. Her fa¬ 
ther was set to launch The 
Amy Winehouse Founda¬ 
tion yesterday, which 
would’ve been the singer’s 
28 th birthday. 

Mitch Winehouse said 
there were some negative 
influences in the group 
that surrounded Amy. He 
said he was naive about 
her drug use early on. 

“1 didn’t know the ex¬ 
tent of her problem until 
maybe four months before 
she decided to quit,” he 
said. 

Winehouse — who has 
been doing interviews and 
has appeared on TV to talk 
about the U.S. launch of 
the foundation — said 
talking about his daughter 
is “very hard,” but it “is 
helping us deal with our 
grief”

A full in¬ 
quest into her death be¬ 
gins next month. 

Since her death, Mitch 
Winehouse said he is be¬ 
ginning to realize his 
daughter’s musical talents. 

“1 took eveiything for 
granted, 1 didn’t appreci¬ 
ate what a great singer she 
was, and now 1 do,” he 
said, getting teary-eyed.

1 . Location — Find the prop¬ 
er location that best suits 
your lifestyle.
